.Machinery for New Laboratory In- 


stalled at Colorado Agricultural 


College.

The experiment station of the Col- 


£>rado Agricultural college at Fort Col- 
lins has just completed the- installa- 
tion of the machinery for a new labor- 
atory for the testing of road materials 
and is now fully equipped to make all 
the standard Mechanical tests on rock, 
broken stone, slag, gravel, sand and 
top soil. 


The laboratory bas been Installed 
|!or the purpose of aiding the people 
tot the state in their road-building 
problems. No charge is made for the 
testing of any material; tBe sample 
must, however, be of sufficient size to 
enable complete investigations to be 
made. 


The first systematic attempts to de- 


termine the value of rock for road 
building purposes T>y means of labora- 
tory tests were made In Prance in 1878,

Cattle to Be Grazed.

ment of Agriculture.) 


The greatest obstacle in .developing 


the grazing industry in many eastern 
and central sections is ,the cost of 
wintering the stock. It is impossible j 
to buy young cattle or sheep in the 
spring in sufficient quantities and at 
a price to yield a satisfactory profit 
from the summer grazing. 


One of two plans must be followed. 


A-breeding herd may be kept to pro- 
duce the stock, as is practiced on the 
ranges of the West, or young stock 
may be purchased in the fall—the plan 
followed by the grazers in the blue- 
grass region of the Virginias and Ken- 
tucky. Either method necessitates the 
wintering of animals. 


Right here should be laid down a 


hard-and-fast rule. Cattle which, are 
to be grazed the following summer

French Engineers Find That Simple, 


Surface Coatings of Tar Were of 


Much Benefit. 


It has been the experience of the 


French engineers in building roads dur- 
ing war times that simple, surface 
coatings of a tar preparation more 
thnri doubled the life of the road. This 
being true, it would seem advisable in 
the construction of all country roads, 
to cover the surface with some crushed 
rock or gravel, and then use the heavy 
tar preparation, because the binding 
affect prevents the material from slip- 
ping to one side; it holds the material 
intact and gives the road a hard-sur- 
faced covering that is not only lasting, 
bat adds to the effV-iency of the road.

epidemic this fall. 


While i,t is believed that a repeti- 


tion of the disastrous epidemic of last 
year is improbable, last year's experi- 
ence has shown that the epidemic de- 
velops witl1 such rapidity that in or- 
der to provide for prompt and efficient 
action, plans should now be formulat- 
ed to deal with the possible emer- 
gency. 


Work For Chapters. 


To this end the commissioner re- 


commends that each Red Cross chap- 
ter should make a careful survey of 
material resources, of buildings, both 
actually 
and 
potentially 
available, 


and of nurses and nurses' aides, classi- 
fied 
in accordance with their avail- 


ability for either local service or as 
a part of a mobile force. 


The 
commissioner suggests 
that 


for the occasional case or in an epi- 
demic of slight proportions, arrange- 
ments with hospitals would meet the 
requirements m many localities. 


Last Year's Services." 


All the Red Cross chapters in the 


state last year did so much in com- 
bating the ravages of the disease and 
bringing relief to its sufferers that 
their familiarity with the conditions 
will enable chapter officials to take 
whatever 
precautionary 
measures 


sound judgment will suggest as being 
advisable at this time, in order to 
promptly meet a similar condition this 
year should it arise. 


As to the prevention and treatment 


of the influenza, Uie commissioner ad-- 
vtees DS follows: 


Measures of Prevention. 


"As for precautionary steps apply- 


ing to the individual, 
there 
seems 


nothing better than the maintenance 
•f the general health at its highest 
point, the avoidance of crowded, over- 
heated, ill-ventilated places, and the 
shunning of him or her who coughs 
without using the handkerchief as one 
would a suffeier lioni smallpox. 


"There is enough evidence of the 


value of masks properly constructed, 
propei\lj worn, and supplemented by 
clean hands to rn.ike this measure 
advisable, particularly in the ease of 
those \\ ho do cough. This as a protec- 
tion to others. 


"The underlying cause of influenza 


has not been discovered, unless it be a 
filterable \irns, 
nor 
is 
there any 


therapeutics for it other than shelter, 
good nursijig, proper nourishment, and 
symptomatic tie.itment."

A LESSON IN TRUST.' 


TEXT—Matt. 14:22-33. 
GOLDEN TEXT—I believe; help thou 
mine uriebllef.—Mark 
9:24.

PRIMARY TOPIC—Help In the storm. 
JUNIOR TOPIC—Jesus comes to the 
help of his disciples./- 
INTERMEDIATE TOPIC—Help when 
most needed. 
SENIOR 
AND 
ADULT 
TOPIC—An 


ever-present helper. 


The storm-tossed disciples on the 


sea at night'is an'example- of 'the 
struggling followers of the Lord in the 
darkness of the present age, as they 
are tossed by the tempests of the evil 
one. 


I. The Disciples on the Storm-tossed 


Sea (w. 22-24). 


1. They were sent across the sea by 


Christ (v. 22). Doubtless his reason 
for this was to keep^ them from en- 
tanglement ' In the movements of the 
people to make him king, for IrT^ohn 
6:14, 15 it is shown that the people 
were so excited by the feeding of the 
five thousand that they^were about to 
make him king by force. Though they 
were somewhat unwilling to go, it was 
a mercy for him to constrain them. 


2. Christ dismissed the multitude 


(v. 22). This may be taken as typical 
of his rejection of the nation' whose 
rulers had already rejected him. 


3. Christ graying alone in the moun- 


tain (v. 23). 
Temptation to earthly 


honor and power had, come to him, 
therefore he went-- to the Father In 
prayer for relief , and strength.--' The 
need of prayer Is greatest at such 
times. While his prayer was in part 
for himself, yet it t^as for his disciples. 
According to Mark 6:48, he saw from 
the mountain top the disciples toiling 
on the storm-tossed sea. We are nev- 
er out. of his sight. as -we struggle 
against the storms of life, and he ever 
lives to make intercession for us. 


II. Jesus Walking on the Sea (w. 


25-27). 


1. It was in the fourth watch of the 


night (v. 25). 
He did not come to 


them immediately, but waited till al- 
most, -, dawn.' 
It was, 
however, 
the 


darkest part of the night,' and physi- 
cal danger was great, but their per- 
plesity of mind was greater. 
They 


knew that the Lord had sent them, but 
why should they be in such straits if 
he sent them? A stormy sea is no 
evidence that we are not In the Lord's 
appointed way. The disciples' concern 
should be to obey the commands of 
the Lord, being assured that while do- 
Ing his will he will protect them. 


2. The disciples alarmed at his com- 


i Ing (v. 26). 
It was the coming of 


their best friend to deliver them from 
danger. He comes to us today in such 
ways that sometimes we are affrlghted- 


3. Jesus' words of comfort and good 


cheer (v. 27). In the midst of their 
distress they heard the Master's words, 
"Be of good cheer;, it is I, be not 
afraid." 
This changed their fear into 


joy. 


III. Peter's 
Venture 
and' Failure 


(w. 28-33). 


As soon as Peter recognized the 


voice of Jesus he cried, "Bid me come 
to thee on the water." 
Jesus said, 


"Come." Peter obeyed, .and for a time 
he walked upon the waves without 
sinking. His simple faith linked him 
with divine power and he was upheld; 
but as soon as he took his eyes off 
his Lord and considered the raging sea 
he began to sink. If we will but keep, 
our eyes on the Lord instead of the 
waves we can outride the storms of life. 
When Peter began to sink, he did the 
sensible thing; he cried to the Lord for 
help. Jesus reached forth his hand and 
saved him. He has never lost one who 
honestly cried .for help. When Jesus 
entered the ship the wind ceased. The 


j -people worshiped him as the Son of 


j God. No ship can go down with Jesus 


i on board.
